The New York World points out that the constitution of 


Tennessee ''expressly prohibits the ratification of an amend 
ment to the Con.stitiition of the Unik-d States by a Legislature 
whose members were elected pn-vious to the passage by Con- 
gress of the resolution submitting the question to the separate 
States. If this restriction hold.-* pood the Legislature now in spe- 
cial session a* Xa.-.hvilJr is clearly not qualified to ratify the 
Federal Suffrage Amendment. 


On that poinr there is a wide difference of opinion as to the 


legality of any action the Tennessee Legislature may take. Un- 
der the decision of the United States Supreme Court in the re- 
cent Ohio referendum case it is held by eminent legal authorities 
that the provision of the Tennessee State Constitution debarring 
the present Legislature from voting on the Federal Sufi rage 
Amendment is invalid and cannot stand in the way of any action 
the Legislature may elect to take. Former Justice Hughes and 
the State Attornov'General are of one mind in this view. 
The 


Anti-Suffragists cite other advice in support of their opposition, 
and litigation is promised if the Legislature goes ahead on its 
own responsibility. 


In the circumstances, among the members of the Tennessee- 


Legislature there may be .some who honestly question their legal 
powers to vole on the ratification of the Suffrage Amendment 
and favor postponement in order to be on the .safe side. Still 
others, as Suffragists, are m i l l i n g to take chance* of being right 
in disregarding the state Constitution.

from the merits of their cause they must convince acknowledged 
friends that Tennessee is no longer bound by its own Constitu- 
tion and is free to render a decision at once under the Supreme 
Court's ruling in the Ohio case.

Revival of Esperanto 


O 


NE of the curious results of the world war is the revival of 


Esperanto, the most popular among ihn many proposed in- 


ternational languages. According to Miss Cora L. Butler, presi- 
dent of the New York Esperanto Association, its study has now 
been made compulsory in the schools of Russia, and is either 
optional or compulsory in the schools of Hungary, Jugoslavia, 
Czechoslavia, Saxony, Serbia and in the cities of 
Barcelona, 


Amsterdam, Grenoble and Lille. 


Esperanto was invented in 1887 by a Russian physician 


named Zamenhof, whose first publication on the subject was 
signed "Dr. Espeianto" (Hopeful). A majority of its words are 
common to all languages. Then come words common to all but 
one language, and.so forth, prefixes and suffixes being also bor- 
rowed or adapted from living language*. Its grammar has but 
16 rules, without exceptions. It has been utv.d for translations 
of scientific, philosophical and literary works, and it has been 
indorsed by such men as Sir William Ramsey in England, 
Berthelot in France, Ostwald in Germany and the philologist, 
Schuchardt, in Austria. 


Many good persons have expressed the opinion that an in- 


ternational language, understood by all educated people, would 
go far towards cementing friendship among nations. We can 
only hope, vith Dr. Esperanto, that it may be so, in spite of the 
present condition of Ireland and the murderous quarrels that 
frequently take place botueen human beings speaking the same 
tongue. 
Certainly Esperanto or some common language would 


be of vast use in trade and commerce and would smooth the way 
for travelers abroad. 
Present indications seem to show that 


Esperanto has a great future.
